The RfM’k Spring stn>et ntilway qut» - 
tion will not down. On the one wde, 
the repreeentative« of the railway are 
hot and indignant at the ordinanc'e 
which call« for a tax of one p» « r cent on 
the grrwe receipts, *J. E. 
McDonald 
claiming that it 1« an alwolnte wrong 
and calcnlat*‘d to cause the enterprise 
to be abandoned utterly, and that coun­ 
cil i« at'ting in a manner which i« con­ 
demned by a lan^e majority of the bnsi- 
nee« men and merchants of East Liver­ 
pool. 
Then the fgher side, the member« of 
coniiril, our solons, to whom the inter­ 
ests of the city are entrusted, come back 
at Mr. McDonald and the company he 
repreeeiits with the aewrtion that the 
enterpris« *, as cxmtFinplated, with the 
Ohio termiiins at the Cleveland depot, 
will pnive of no lH« nefit to East Liver­ 
pool : that the oulv Ixmeflt to be derived 
will be by the stockholders of the com­ 
pany and those interwted in pmperty on 
the West Virginia side and in the Rix k 
spring rt« ort ; that Mr. McDonald has 
talktni effusively aliout a loup that will 
b»« run into the c» « ntral part of the city, 
bnt that he has failed to put such state- 
meiitson i>ap« ‘r, iiiprojaT form, or aski« d 
for a franchise covering such a feature ; 
that in case the franchise is asked for, 
luid the temiinns is made 
at 
the 
Kamond, or in that Ux'ality, then will 
council come to the aid of the (xmipany 
in short order, and no p<« r c<*iit on the 
j 
gross receipts will be thought of, as such 
j 
a terminus would riwult in lM« noflt to 
the city of East Liverpool, the mer­ 
chants, business men, taxfiayers and 
projierty hold<*rs. 
Next on the list to 1m) heard alxmt the 
affair are two very prominent business 
men and large jjroiierty 
owihtb in this 
city. The first interviewe« ! said : 
‘T am fre« « to say that I think that 
council is unjust to the coiiiimny in de­ 
manding one p« *r cent on the gross 
receipts. 
I understand, through an 
article which appeartxi in the N ews 
R ev iew of last night, that the company 
might be « x)nced« Hi freedom fniru this 
taxation for the period of two y« ‘ars. Let 
council make the period three years, and 
then enforce the one pt« r « ;ent on gross 
receipts, and I’ll call the measure a just 
and fair one. I sp« îak without prejudice, 
as I have uot a peutiy invt^ted in the 
enterprise, dir« « :tlyor indirectly,” 
The second gentleman int<« rviewed 
made reply : 
“ I do not think that our council did 
right in demanding one per cent on the 
gross receipts. I believe that freedom 
from any tax of the kind, for the period 
of three yi>ars, and then the application 
of the one per cent gross, would be all 
right. I hear talk about the terminus on 
the Ohio side being made on Sixth street, 
in the vicinity of the Diamond. Such a 
terminus would be the proper feature in 
my mind, and would make the contem­ 
plated railway a good thing for East 
Liverpool and her « dtizens. I have been 
sounding counciliueu r« « pecting this ter­ 
minus, and have be« ‘u informed that, in 
case the street railway asks for such 
a franchise, consent would not be w ith­ 
held for a single moment, and gross re­ 
ceipts wonld not even be mentioned, 
while every favor which could consist­ 
ently be extended to the comi^my, would 
be given without stint. If the 
N ews 
R ev iew will follow where I will lead, it 
will advocate the Sixth street terminus, 
and if the street railway company will 
cover this ground, all friction and 
grumbling will disappear, as if by 
magic.”

Diamond, or in that locality, then will 
council corno to the aid of the company 
in short order, and no per cent on the 
gross receipts will bt* thought of, as such 
a r ennin un would result in Imnoflt to 
the city of East Liverpool, the mer­ 
chants, business men, tax|iayers and 
property holders. 
Next on the list to be heard about the 
affair are two very prominent busine** 
men and large property owners in this 
city. 
The first interviewed said : 
“ I am free to say that I think that 
council is unjust to the company in de 
mandiug one per cent on the gross 
receipt*. 
I understand, through an 
article which appear*si in the N e w s 
R e v ie w of last night, that the company 
might be conceded freedom from this 
taxation for the period of two years. Let 
council make the period three years, and 
then enforce the one per cent on gross 
receipts, and I’ll call the measure a just 
and fair one. I speak without prejudice 
as I have not a penny invested in the 
enterprise, directly or indirectly." 
The si “cond gentleman interviewed 
made reply: 
I do not think that our council did 
right in demanding one per cent on the 
gross receipts. 
I believe that freedom 
from any tax of the kind, for the period 
of three years, and then the application 
of the one per cent gross, would be all 
right. I hear talk about the terminus on 
the Ohio side being made on Sixth street, 
in the vicinity of the Diamond. 
Such a 
terminus would be the proper feature in 
my mind, and would make the content 
plated railway a good thing for East 
Liverpool and her citizen*.

W ashington, Nov. 14.—The inquiry 
which is proceeding at the New York 
navyyard behind closed doors into the 
circumstance* under which the Texas 
sank at her dock recently, it is reported 
here has brought to fight a further 
sturtling structural weakness in the 
ship. 
It was noted here with surprise 
that the telegraphic reports of the sink­ 
ing of the Texas showed one engine 
room filled through the water tight 
doors closing it off from the adjoining 
engine room. This led to investigation 
aud it has been found that the bulk­ 
heads separating the ship into sup 
posedly water tight compartments are 
so light they spring under the pressure 
of water and cause great leaks 
Although the magazine is separated 
from the engine rooms by a continuous 
bulkhead without u door opening it was 
soon filled by the water which ran 
around the edges and 
through the 
seams of the metal. 
A naval expert is 
authority for the statement that if the 
Texas sea valve had broken as it did, 
out at sea, th§ vessel would surely have 
foundered owing to the failure of the 
bulkheads and doors.

He was shabbily dressed, but tie­ 
ing a big, sturdy looking fellow he was 
put to work about the ship. When the 
•hip anchored below Montreal, waiting 
for daylight before entering the harbor : 
he, it is presumed, slipped quietly over­ 
board and swam ashoare.
